6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest 
cited prior art of record, US 6,338,808 fails to teach or suggest, even in view of US 
6,015,914, US 5,296,528, US 6,660,344, the combination of a liquid crystal film 
obtained by fixing an aligned structure of a liquid crystal material containing at least a 
side chain polymeric liquid crystalline substance obtained by the (meth)acrylic portion of 
a (meth)acrylic compound having an oxetanyl group represented by formula (1) of 
Applicant with another (meth)acrylic compound and a difunctional low molecular weight 
liquid crystalline substance having two oxetanyl groups represented by formula (2) of 
Applicant. None of the references teach a copolymer formed by copolymerizing the 
(meth)acrylic portion of formula (1) of Applicant with another (meth)acrylic compound 
and the liquid crystal represented by formula (2) of Applicant.
